were M. Pngliesi-Conti and Under- 
secretary of State Sarraul, the latter 
being seriously wounded. The duel 
between the men assumed the aspect 
of a veritable combat between the 
government and the opposition, as M. 
Sarreul's 
seconds were 
Ministers 


Clemencean and Thomson, while M. 
Pugliesi-Conti's were M. Milleie ani 
General Jacquet. who -were drawn 
from the elements which bitterly re- 
sist the government's .rehabilitation of 
Dreyfas. The duel followed a fight oa 
the floor of tn» chamber of deputies 
in which M. Sarraul sprang from be- 
hind Minister of the Interior Clc-men- 
cean. sitting on the ministerial bench. 
OH M. Puglk-si-ConU. who had been 
heaping denunciations on membei's of 
the government as scoundrels. Sar- 
raail struck Piagliesi-Conti a slunnin^ 
blow in the fare.

It was decided to fight im-

The 
doctors who examined him found a 
deep wound in the right breast pene- 
trating the lung. The surgeons con- 
sider the wound serious, but not nec- 
essarily endangering his life.

laws were finally enacted by the cham- 
ber of deputies reinstating Dreyfus, 
who obtains the rank of a chief of 
s<juadron of Artillery, -and Picquart; 
who is made, a brigadier general. Both 
houses were overwhelmingly favor- 
able to'Dreyfus and Picquart. Feeling 
was stirred intensely between the 
Dreyfus and anti-Dreyfus elements. 
This was heightened by ,fieree attacks 
by. Dreyfusists against General Mer- 
cier and other prominent officers who 
were responsible for Dreyfus' -condem- 
nation.

The senate also had an excited ses- 


sion in connection with the Dreyfus 
rehabilitation bill, which was passed 
by IS? votes against'30.

plause. The Picquart bill was passed 
by the senate by 1S5 to 26. General 
Mercier, in the midst of constant dis- 
order, attempted - to vindicate

Eennes courtmartia. He declared that 
proofs were then shown w'hich were 
suppressed in the supreme court. Sen- 
ator Delp'ed replied that General Mer- 
cier deserved to be sent to Devil's 
Island in place of Dreyfus.

the convention in Columbus, while the 
others were divided between Dayton, 
and other cities or noncommital. 


For this reason it is probable tha 


pressure vfill be brought to bear to 
take the convention away from Co 
lumbus, not so much to punish the 
capital city as to rebuke the Republi- 
can papers published in Columbus. 
This was plainly stated by Senator 
Dick in his interview, who is quoted 
as saying: "The convention will prob- 
ably go either to Cedar Point or Day- 
ton. 
There is a disposition on the 


part of the Republican press of Co- 
lumbus to be unfriendly this year. It 
is unfortunate. For that reason the 
committeemen prefer some other city. 
I have heard talk of an effort to bring 
the contention to Cleveland, but 1 fear 
the move is late."

New York. July 14. — It is reported 


that Harry Thaw's counsel have de- 
cided to abandon the insanity plea, 
although no verification of the state- 
ment can be obtained. It is said that 
this was the "good news" .Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw took to her husband in 
the Tombs. Thaw is reported to have 
said that he preferred death in the 
electric chair to life in an insane 
asylum. He prefers to have his acts 
judged as those of a sane man, and 
is confident that he will not be con- 
victed. 


Harry Thaw is reported to be with- 


out funds, and it is stated that the

Deputy Rittenhouse of the Colorado Insurance Department, is the appointed analyst of the Indiana Insur- 


ance Schemes and is likely to prove their Nemesis. He is in Indianapolis, all the way from Colorado, to prove 
their inner workings, and he thinks he will be able to prove by logical processes that they are not legitimate pro- 
positions.

He is accompanied by Astuary Wolfe, of New York, who is attending to the technical part of the work of 
the investigation. 


Judging from his preliminary ruling which was given out in May, Deputy Rittenhouse will probably pro- 


ceed on the theory that the agency company violates the rebate laws, and also that it is against public policy 
Just why the agency work in connection with an Insurance Company should be conducted by a subsidiary cor- 
poration any more than the banking and investment department, or the actuarial or executive work it would be 
intersting to know. Feeling in Indiana among the regular Life Insurance men is running high and not a few of 
them do not hesitate to dub the agency device as a "gold brick," pure and simple. Its justification is that it is 
the outgrowth of evils long existent in the business, but which now seem in a fair way to be rooted out. 


The Indiana Insurance Department has always been notoriously weak and inefficient, and it appears to 


have let schemes of all kinds run rampant. The American Mutual Life of Elkhart. a graveyard concern, which 
went cut the other day, has been a disgrace to life insurance for years. It was finally closed up through suit 
which was brought against it. The insurance department's excuse is that it has no authority to act. Its position 
is in striking contrast to that of the Colorado department, in the State Life matter, which took what action it 
though right and advised the company that its stand was open to review by the Supreme Court. 


The Indiana companies operating 'under the 1899 law, are all at least solvent, their reserve is deposited with 


the State but, aside from this, the fact that they are under the "supervision" of an insurance department adds 
but little to the strength of their position. The case of The American Mutual shows that the Indiana department 
is either incompetent or ignorant, or that it is working under a mighty poor set of laws. If the latter, '-the legis- 
lature at the coming session has an imperative duty to perform. 


Inasmuch as Governor Hanly, of Indiana, has been selected as one of the international Policyholders Com- 


mittee to vote for trustees of mutual companies, he is giving the life insurance question more than ordinary atten- 
tion. 


Those in touch with Governor Hanley say, he intends to use his influence to get legislation in Indiana that 


will rid the State of a lot of life insurance schemes that are afloat there. He is anxious to see the business car- 
ried on without so many side issues and subterfuges that take the mind of the people from genuine protection.
